-your Majelty that it may be enacted, and-be it enacted 
yy the King’s, moft excellent Majelty, by and with ad- 
swecevand confent of: the.

perfor or perfons carrying on any manufacture, trade,

conduéting any manufacture, trade, or bufinefs, or who 
fhall'for the purpofe of obtaining an advance of wages, 
or for any other_purpofe contrary to the provifions of 
this a&, by any means whatfoever, directly or indirealy, 
decoy, perfuade, folicit, intimidate, influence, or pre- 
vail, or attempt or endeavour to prevail, on any jour- 
neyman or workman, or other perfon hired or employ- 
ed, or to be hired or employed, in any fuch manufac- 
ture, trade, or bulinefs, to quit or leave his work, fer- 
vice, or employment, or who fhall hinder or prevent, 
or attempt to hinder or prevent, any manufacturer or 
tradefman, or other perfony from employing in his or 
her manufaéture, trade or bufinefs, fuch journeyman 
workmen, and other perfons as he or fhe fhall think 
proper, or who, being hired or unemployed, fhall refufe 
to work with any other journeyman or workman em- 

loyed or hired to work therein, and who {fhall be 
Fawfully convicted of any of ‘the faid offences, upon 
bis own confeflion, or the oath or oaths of one or more 
eredible witnefs or witneffes, before any one or more 
jaltice or juftices of the peace for the county; riding, 
divifion, city, liberty, town, or place, where fuch of- 
fence fhall.be committed, within three calendar months 
next after the offence fhall have been committed, ‘hall, 
by order of fuch jultice or juftices, be committed to and 
confined in the common gaol within his or their jurif- 
diction,. for any time not exceeding three calendar 
months, or otherwife be committed to fome houfe of 
corre@tion within the fame jurifdiétion, there to remain 
and be kept to hard labour for any time not exceeding 
two calendar months.

trade, or bufinefs, or not) who fhall attend any meeting 
had or held for the purpofe of making or entering into 
any contract, covenant, or agreement, by this act de- 
clared to be illegal, or of entering into, fupporting, main- 
taining, contributieg, or carrying on any combination 
for any purpofe by this act declared to be illegal, or who 
fhall fummons, give notice, call upon, perfuade, entice, 
folicit, or by intimidation or any other means, direétly 
or indirectly, endeavour to induce any jotirneyman, work- 
mian, or other perfon employed in any manyfacture, trade, 
or bufinefs to attend any fuch meeting, or who fhall col- 
JeGt, demand, afl, or receive any fum of money from 
any fuch journeyman, workman, or other perfon, fur a- 
ny of the purpofes aforefaid, or who fhall perfuade, en- 
tice, folicit, or by intimidation, or any other means, direct- 
ly. or indireétly, endeavour to induce any fuch journey- 
ma, workman, or other perfon, to enter into or be con- 
cerned in any [uch combination, or to quit or leave his 
work, fervice, or employment, or who fhall pay any fum 
of money, or make or enter into any fubfcription or con- 





tribution for or towards the fupport or encouragement of 
any fuch illegal , and who fkall 
ly convicted of any of the Lid offences, upon 
his own.conféflion, or the oath or oaths of one or more 
credible witnefs or witnefles, before any one or more ju 
{ti¢e or juftices of the peace for the county, riding, divi- 
fiowy city, liberty;*town, or place. where fuch ofrence 
ihalf be committed, within th 
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three kalendar months next 
after the offence fhall have been committed, fhall, by or- 
der of fuch juftice or juftices, be committed to and con- 
fined within the common gaol within his or their jurif- 
diction, for any time not exceeding three kalendar months, 
or otherwife be committed to fome hovfe of correétion 
within the fame, there to remain and be kept to hard la- 
bour for any time not exceeding two kalendar months. 

And be it farther enatted, That no perfon (whether 
employed as a journeyman or workman in any maoufac- 
ture, trade, or butinefs, or not) fhall-at any time after 
the paffing of this act pay or give any fuin or fums of mo- 
ney, or other valuable thing, as a fubfcription or contri- 
bition for the purpofe of paying any -expences incurred 
by any perfon acting contrary to the provilions of this 
act, or thall, by payment of money or other means, fup- 
port or maintain any journeyman, workman, or other per- 
fon, or coneribute towards his fupport or maintenance, 
for the purpofe of induciog him to refufe to work, or to 
be hired or employed in any manufacture, trade, or bu- 
finefs ; and every perfon who fhall be guilty of aay fuch 
offence thall forfeit and lofe any fam nor exceeding the 
fum of ten pounds; and every journeyman, workman, 
and other perfon who fhall colle&t or receive any money or 
valuable thing for any of the purpofes aforefaid, fhall for- 
feit and lofe any fum not exceeding the fum of five pounds. 
If the party is unable to pay the money, he (hall be fent 
to prifon for not more than three months. 

Subfcriptions already made fhall be returned, or thofe 
in whofe hands they are placed may be fued sor the fame. 
Perfons again{ft whom intormation is lodged thall anfwer, 
on oath, as to the fumis paid by or to them, and for what 
fpecial purpofe. Perfons into whofe hands fuch money 
fhall have been paid, upon paying the fame into Court, 
or making full difcgvery ot what is done with the money, 
fhall be exempted from all penalties. The fucceeding 
claufes fet fortli the manner in which the juftices of the 
peace fhall carry this aét into exeution. ‘There is one 


claufe which prohibi‘s perfons carrying on any manufec- 


ture or trade from employing journeymen contrary to any 
exilting act of Parliament, without the licenfe of a ju 
{tice of the peace, who fhall grant the fame whenever 
the qualified journeymen {hall refule to work, or other- 
wife mifconduct themfelves. , 
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EASTINDIAINTELLIGENCE. 

Yelterday a Court of Dire&tors was h2ld at the Eaft 
India Houfe, when letters were received from Conftan- 
tinople, dated June 10; confirming the defeat of Bu- 
onaparte before Acre. 

The Court took up the fhip Princefs Mary, ona 
voyage to St Helena and Bengal. 

The next fleet of Eaft-India thips are expected to ar- 
rive the latter end of next month, and confift of the 
Exter, Brunfwick, Bombay Cattle, Fort William, 
Bridgewater, Airly Caltle, Walpole, Dublin, Mala- 
bar, Caledonia, and Contraétor. 

By letters from Canton, read yefterday at the Fatt 
India Houfe, we find that a Spanifh {quadron, confilt- 
ing of the Admiral’s fhip of 80 guns, one, of 74, two 
large Spanith frigates of 40 guns each, had produced an 
alarm on the coalt of China, whether they had gone in 
vain to intercept the Englith traders. —The particulars 
are as follow : 

* On the 2gth January, news was received at Can- 
ton, that a Spanith {quadron was in fight from Macao, 
and actually engaged with the Englifh {quadron. 

** A number of large empty cargo boats were fent 
from Canton to-take in lumver from the fhips, in order 
to clear them for fighting ; a large quantity of Chinefe 
troops were fent to Bocca Tigris to reinforce that place. 
When the fleet paffed they were ,all paraded under 
arms. 

“© Mandarins were difpatched from Canton to Ma- 
cao, to requelt the Spanith fupercargo to order the Spa- 
nifh fquadron immediately to quit the coalt, or take the 
confequence of the Viceroy of Canton’s difpleafure. 

“ The force of the enemy was the Admiral’s thip of 
80 guns, one of 74, two large Spanith frigates of 40 
guns each, the Preneure French frigate, and corvette 
Brulguillen The French frigate and corvette led the 
van, and all the enemy’s fhips had Sc George’s colours 
hoitted. 

“© The general opinion was, that the furprize and 
difapointment of the enemy mult have been great, on 
their finding three Englifh thips of war at Macao. It 
was fuppofed they had gained their intelligence of 
the probable departure of our fleet from Danith fhips, 
moftly navigated by Frenchmen.”

The Hamburgh mail due on Wednefday has not yet 
arrived.

Kimbolton is to exhibit a day of feftivity unparalleled, 
on Lord Mandeville’s chriftening ; and the gaities will 
fubfide in time for the parties to partake of the infant 
fete at Montrofe Houfe. 

The following is. mentioned as a fact in the higher 
circles, with fuch civcumftances of authenticity annexed 
to it as enfure belief :—-The wife of a Baronet, who 
preferred H to any thing this country could over 
her, upon anticipating a devorce from her firft hufband, 
as the natural confequence of his becoming acquainted 
with anecdotes (of which he was then ignorant), wrote 
him a melancholy account of the death of their only 
daughter, which circumitance affli€ted the father in a 
very fenfible degree; but a fhort time fince, Lady —-, 
mother to the fair inconftant, fent for the Baronet, and 
after preparing his mind for the furprife it was to under- 
20, led him into the adjoining room, and produced the 
child to her aftonifhed and delighted parent —The rea- 
fon afligned for this extraordinary impofition is, that the 
erring mother doated on the ivfant, and certain that her 
hufband would remove her, as well as her two brothers, 
from maternal protection, the inftant a divorce was ob- 
tained, fhe flew to the only expedient of retaining her 
danghter under her own roof. 





SECRET EXPIDITION 

The fecret expedition appears to be in fuch a ftate 
forwardnefs that the firft embarkation of troops will pro- 
bably take place in a few days from Margate and Deal. 
It is to confilt of 8600 men, all Britifh ; the regiments 
to be employed are the 2d, 23d, 25th, 27th, 4gth, 55th, 
Sgth, go2d regiments, computed at Goo men each, and 
four battalions of the guards, befides a preportion of ca- 
valry and artillery. ~ ‘he fecond embarkation is to be 
compofe! of Britifh and Rufhan troops ; 9600 of the 
former, and 16,000 of the latter; together with caval- 
ry aod artillery. The regiments which are to embark 
are, the 4th, sth, oth, 15th, 16th, 17th, 2oth, 31ft, 
35th, 4oth, 46th, 52d, 56th, 62d, 63d, 82d, being 
16 regiments, at 600 men each. The whole effective 
force will amount to 40,000 men. 

There is another body of Ruffian troops marching 
through Franconia, and quarter matters. have already 
arrived in Wetteravia to prepare for their reception.— 
It has been faid that this body is to act againit Mentz 
and Ehrenbreitftein. We fufpeét, however, that their 
deftination is of much more importance than either the 
fiege of Mentz or the blockade of Ehrenbreitltein.—- 
Our readers will be able to form fome opinion by con- 
fulting the map, and by obferving the fituation of Wet- 
teravia. 

We cannot help entertaining an idea that there is 
amongit almoft all the powers fome fecret underftanding 
with refpeét to Holland. The rumour of an intended 
invafion is circulated throughout all the United Provin- 
ces ; and though it is generally credited, it does not ap- 
pear to have created much furprife or dread. We have 
not been able to find that any very ferious preparations 
are making to refift it. It was faid, indeed, fome time 
ago, that the Yssel was to be palisadoed, and the forti- 
fications of Duifburg to be repaired ; but what would 
this avail againft an invading army? ‘The French Go- 
vernment do not appéar to have fent any troops into 
Holland lately ; and it is even doubted whether they 
have kept up in the Batavian Republic the number of 
men which they {tipulaied to keep. 

It isnow faid that there are to be two expeditions, for 
the fecond of which the very large fhips are taken up. 
Itis rumoured that F. M. the Duke of York will com- 
mand in perfon. In this expedition we are to’be joined 
by 15,000 Ruflians and 9co0 Swedes, te convey whom 
to England tranfports have been taken up in the Baltic. 
The Court of Stockholm-has entered with great alacri- 
ty into the League, and has offered thips as well as men, 
if neceflary, to the general attack. 

Amuidit all thefe things, our attention is naturally di- 
rected to the movements of Pruflia—the does not ap- 
pear to be making any preparations to refilt an attack 
upoo Holland—the has: not drawn her troops towards 
the Dutch frontiers. She can hardly be ignorant of 
the fentiments and projects of Great Britain and Ruflia, 
avd it does not feem as if the difapproved of them: it 
is even affirmed, that fhe is, as the Freneh would fay, 
quite d’accord. Some perfons have afferted, with what 
truth we koow not, that Pruffia agreed not to take an 
active part again{t France, provided a change was made 
in thé ftate of affairs in Holland. Upon all thefe points 
a fhort time will enable us to decide. 

Government have taken up the Eaft India Compa- 
ny’s fhips, Queen, Phoenix, Lord Walfingham, Ear] 
Spencer, Prince William Henry, Hawke, Nottingham, 
Bufbridge, Rockingham, Melville Caitle, and Good 
Hope, for three months, to aét astranfports in the fec- 
ret expedition. x 

There are certain advices that the Dutch troops de- 
fert in great numbers, and particularly feamen. Parties 
of them have even found their way to the Ifle of Wight, 
where they have been incorporated with other troops. 


LISBON MAIL. 

This morning arrived a mail from Lifbon, brought 
to Falmouth by the Prince of Wales packet, Captain 
Todd, in thirteen days. It is faid that the day they 
failed, General Cuyler had received advice at Lifbon, 
of the French and Spanifh fleets having joined in the 
Mediterranean. 

On the 25th of June, a conyoy from England, un- 
der his Majefty’s thip Thames, arrived in the T'agus. 

On the 3oth ult. feveral veffels failed from Lifbon 
for England, under convoy of his Majefty’s fhips Eu- 
ropa and Ulyffes. 

On the 6th inft. Cape Finifterre diftant 92 leagues, 
the Prince of Wales faw feveral merchant veffels on the 
weather-bow, under conyoy of two large fhips (appear- 
ing to be thofe which failed from Lifbon on the 3oth 
ult.) ftanding to the weltward. At half paft eleven, a 
{chooner in fight on the lee-quarter, and two large fhips 
a-head, ftanding to the eaftward; at one o’clock the 
leewardmoft bore up after the {chooner, and the other 
chaced the packet; at half paft eight, fhe fired two 
fhot over her, brought her to, and fent a boat on board. 
From the officer, the chace was found to be his Majef- 
ty’s fhip Alcmena, and the other fhip, her prize, the 
Courageux French privateer, pierced for 32 guns, with 
270 men, captured by Captain Digby on the 26th of 
June laft, to the weltward of the Flores iflands, after 
a chace of fix days, and an aétion of an hour and twen- 
ty minutes, in which not a man was hurt. 

Paffengers by the Prince of Wales are, Mr Beck- 
ford of Fonthill, with his phyfician and fourteen fer- 
vants. 
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The head-quarters of Suwarrow, according toa let- 
ter from Milan, of the 24th, were on the preceding e- 
vening at Fiorenzuolla, between Placentia and Parma ; 
according to a letter from Roverdo, of the 26th ult. 
that General had marched towards Aleffandria, in or- 
der to go againft Moreau; the latter of thefe move- 
ments is that which is moft probable, becaufe it was 
that which was moft to the intereft of the allies. If 
they fhould be able, as we may flatter ourfelves they 
will, to deftroy the army of Moreau, or to cut off his 
retreat from the Col de Tende, Macdonald being then 
reduced to his own forces, and having to engage both 
thofe of the allies, and of the inhabitants of the coun- 
try, would infallibly be forced to lay down his arms.— 
General Ott was before him with 20,000 men; Belle- 
garde and Vukaffovich were pofted, the one in front, 
the other on the flank of Moreau, while Marfhal Su- 
warrow remained with the main army, in a fituation to 
chufe, of which of the two French Generals he fhould 
firft complete the ruin. It will, no doubt, not be long 
before we receive brilliant news refpecting him. 

A private letter from Vienna, dated June 29, ftates 
that Moreau had oaly goco mea, before he received 
his reinforcements. He has complained to Marthal 
Suwarrow, that no quarter is given to the French 
foldiers. To this complaint, the latter replied, that a 
body of French troops, after having laid down their 
arms, madea fudden attack, and fired upon the allied 
troops.

BUONAPARTE’s EXPEDITION. 

The following are extracts of letters from a Gentleman on 
board the Tigre, off Acre, to his friend at Smyrna, the an 
thenticity of which may be depended upon: 

“© ACRE, MAY 2. 1799. 

** Captain Davis not having been finally difpatched 
yelterday, I have time to add, that Buonaparte made 
laft night a fourth attempt to ftorm the town, aid was 
repulfed with great lofs on the breach and in the ditches; 
befides the havoc and fire from the ‘Tigre mutt have 
made in his trenches and lines. I hope to have foon 
the pleafure of informing you of his total expulfion from 
before the town. The bearer of this, Captain Davis, 
will give you every detail about this fiege, which, from 
the circurnftances and fingularity of the perfonages em 
ployed pro and con, will form an epocha in the hiftory 
of the prefent war. When you write to England, I re. 
queft you will acquaint my friends that 1 am ftill among 
the living, and as well as.it is poflible to be in the midit 
of fire, fword, fhot, fhells, and the plague, now unknown, 
except in the French camp.” 

“6 TIGRE, OFF ACRE—MAY 16. 1799. 

The inclofed packet was to have gone by Capt. 
Davis, but the Fortune having been detached on other 
feryices, it has fince remained by me until this: opportu 
nity.

It further provides, that every volunteer, on entering into 
any of the abovementioned regiments, shall receive a bounty 
of ten guineas, one third of his bounty to be paid to him, or

CITADEL OF TURIN, 
Particulars of the furrender, fent by Gen. Melas. 

On the 18th of June, as foon as the works neceflary 
to befiege the Citadel were completed, the bombardment 
commenced, and continued with fuch vigour during the 
19th and till eight o’clock A. M. of the 2oth, that, in 
this fhort fpace of time, nine officers and 85 artillery 
men belonging to the garrifon were killed, the buildings 
in the garrifon were for the moft part demolifhed, and 
the cannon of the befieged filenced. In this fituation, 
the Auftrian Commander offered terms of capitulation 
to the garrifon, and they were ratified and exchanged 
the fame night by twelve o’clock. 

On the 22d, the garrifon marched to the glacis of the 
Citadel, where they laid down their arms.—400 pieces 
of cannon, 5000 Cwt. of powder, and 40,000 fire- 
locks, were taken in the Citadel, befides a quantity of 
the ammunition that was fet fire to by the befiegers. 

Field-Marfhal Lieutenant Kaim, who commanded at 
this fiege, gives particular praife to the Ruffian Colonel 
Kardni of the Engineers (who was wounded upon this 
occafion) for his cordial and active co-operation, as well 
as to Major Chilet and Captain Peezel, for the ficilful 
and effectual manner in which the artillery under their 
command was dirested.
